WASHINGTON (AP) - The

the heart of the controversial 
voting-right bill. 
As offered by Sen. Sam J. Er­ 
vin Jr.. D-N.C., the amendment 
provides that nothing in the bi ll i 
shall be construed to inv "H late j 
any voter qualification require­ 
ment that applies equally to all 
citizens. 
This would include the ability J 
to read or w-rite a section of a 
state or the U.S. Constitution in 
the English language. 
The 
measure

originally 
presented would ban the use of j 
literacy tests in five Southern i 
states and parts of North Caroli- J 
na and Virginia. It also provides 
for the federal government to 
take over the registration of 
voters in these parts erf the j 
South. 
In offering the amendment. 
Ervin said it is squarely in line 
with a 1959 Supreme Court deci­ 
sion upholding North Carolina's 
voter literacy test. 
Agreement for a two-hour de­ 
bate and then a vote on the 
amendment was reached Thurs­ 
day in a session which saw j 
hackers of the bill squabble 
among themselves, then fail to!

It 
involved a provision that directs 
the attorney general to chal­ 
lenge in c o u r t the constitu­ 
tionality of poll taxes or other 
taxes that have the purpose or 
effect of denying the right to

Prouty’s amendment, rejected 
44 to 34, would have required 
suits brought by the attorney 
general to be based on the 15th 
Amendment’s ban on abridge­ 
ment of voting rights because of 
race or color.

Visito rs a g r e e 
with this nickname, being im ­ 
mediately imp ressed with t h e 
breath-taking Su gar Lo af Mo u n- 
t a i n, 
Co rco v ad o 
Mo u ntain, 
cro wned by the 125-foot, 1,145- 
to n statue of Christ the 
Re­ 
deemer, tro pical beaches ring­ 
ed by ho tels, apartment bu ild ­ 
ings. and mo ss-green slo pes. 
The city ’s name is a misno m­ 
er. It was suggested by the Po r­ 
tuguese ex plo rer, Go ncalo Co el­ 
ho . who repo rtedly wept with 
jo y when he beheld the beauti­ 
ful bay o n New Year’s E v e , 
1501. H assumed that he was 
lo o king at a large riv er bay and 
he identified it as Rio de J anei­ 
ro (Ri v er o f J anuary ). The 
name stuck when the settle­ 
ment was established o n March 
I, 156 5.
